THE    STATE    OF    NEW   HAMPSHIRE 

To   the   Inhabitants  of  the  Town   of  Lee  in   the   County  of 
Strafford  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

(L.S.) 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Lee  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  at  ten  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  choose  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. 

3.  To  vote  on  the  question  "Shall  sweepstake  tickets 
be  sold  in  this  town?" 

Articles  four  (4)  through  (20)  on  appropriations 
will  be  taken  up  at  Town  Hall  on  Wednesday,  the 
eleventh  day  of  March  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  highways. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars 
($1,400.00)  for  old  age  assistance  and  town  relief. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  for  fire 
protection. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  four  hundred  eighty-five  dollars  and 
ninety-one  cents  ($485.91)  for  the  construction  of  Class  V 
highways  under  the  provisions  of  the  T.R.A.,  so  called.  The 
State  will  contribute  the  sum  of  three  thousand  two  hundred 
thirty-nine  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cen:s  ($3,239.38). 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  votp  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  to  be  de- 
posited with  the  Town  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  as  a 
capital    reserve  for   equipment  for   the   Fire   Department. 

10  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Fire  Department. 

11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  economic  ad- 
vancement of  the  Town  through  publicity  and  promotional 
service  of  the  Seacoast  Regional  Development  Association, 
in  cooperation  with  other  regional  communities  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of  one  per  cent  of  assessed 
valuation,  namely  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  the  Town  Dump. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  approximately  six  thousand  dollars 
($6,000.00),  to  defray  the  cost  of  its  share  of  the  Strafford 
County  Government. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  mow 
cemetery  lots  not  having  perpetual  care. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00) 
to  be  used  on  the  Tuttle  Road. 


16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Tax  Collecior  to  accept  payments  on  account 
of  the  annual  Property  Tax  in  multiples  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  ($10.00)  according  to  the  laws  1963  Ch  36:1. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  Town 
Officers  salary  and  make  appropriations  for  same. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  from  Tax  Sales. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the   meeting.

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LEE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  FIRE  REPORT 
1963 

The  Fire  Department  answered  nineteen  calls  in  1963 
with  property  loss  estimated  at  about  $10,500. 

There  were  six  grass  and  woods  fires.  Early  warning 
made  these  all  small  with  35  ft.  by  75  ft.  being  the  largest. 
There  were  five  car  fires,  five  house  or  barn  fires  and  one 
chimney  fire.  The  Department  also  responded  to  two  out-of- 
town  calls. 

A  radio  base  station  at  Maurice  Hatch's  home,  a  port- 
able and  two  truck  radios  were  acquired  this  year  through 
the  efforts  of  the  LFD  Auxiliary.  Thy  Auxiliary  gave  ;;760.00 
towards  this  new  communication  network.  Our  sincere  ap- 
preciation also  goes  to  the  Red  Network  girls  who  drop 
everything,  including  babies,  to  get  the  firemen  out  and 
who  stand  by  until  the  all  clear  sounds. 

Violations  of  the  fire  permit  law  have  been  few  and 
mostly  due  to  misunderstandings  of  it.

REPORT  OF  THE   FOREST   FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR   DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  great- 
est forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty 
years.  The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens, 
as  never  before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to 
their  beautiful  and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood. 
In  true  American  tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by 
volunteer  effort,  this  fire  dang-;  was  minimized  by  active 
prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personel  rights 
for  the   common   good.   It  was   the   greatest   demonstration 
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of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  responsible 
for  locol  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready  forces  of  volun- 
teer fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and 
public  response  the  general  fire  service  expresses  its  heart- 
felt thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention,  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad 
fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of 
our  public  conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with 
fire  causes  too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and 
burn  within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place. 
Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on 
rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop 
extinguish    it   promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  its  safer. 
A  neglected   backyard   incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make 
this  a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your 
surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern. 
Keep  matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect 
fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  report  of  activities  is  hereby  submitted 
by  the  Lee  Police  Chief  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1963. 

Approximately  47  complaints  were  received  and  in- 
vestigated by  the  department.  The  department  investigated 
and  reported  upon  22  automobile  accidents  with  the  help 
of  the  State  Police. 

We  have  rendered  service  to  six  other  police  agencies. 

During  the  year  1963  an  estimated  2,000  miles  has 
been  traveled  by  the  officers  of  the  Lee  Police  Department. 

An  estimated  925  actual  man  hours  were  utilized  in 
providing  police  coverage  to  the  town  of  Lee,  free  of 
charge. 

Approximately  nine  homes  and  camps  were  broken 
into.  With  the  help  of  the  State  Police  we  have  solved  four 
of  the  above  nine.
